As  combat  in  Iraq 
began,  it  became  apparent 
that  the  effects  of  war  have 
begun  to  hit  home.  Wartburg 
students,  faculty  and  staff  have 
become  concerned  about  the 
events  in  the  Middle  East. 
Some  have  backed  the  United 
States'  efforts  in  Iraq,  some 
have  demanded  peace,  while 
others  stand  neutral  on  the  sit- 
uation.

The  war  effort  has  bombarded  our  televisions,  worked  its  way  into  class  discus- 
sions and  sent  our  loved  ones  miles  away.  Still,  many  students  want  to  know:  what  does 
the  war  mean  for  Wartburg  College? 
A  summary  of  the  war 

The  war  on  Iraq  officially  began  when  officials  announced  the  first  casualties.  A 
U.S.  Marine  transport  helicopter  crashed  in  Kuwait,  killing  16.  Four  of  them  were 
Americans.  The  land  war  also  began  a  few  days  later.  Troops  headed  through  Kuwait  and 
southern  Iraq  for  Baghdad. 

President  George  W.  Bush  told  the  press  that  40  nations  supported  the  war  against 
Iraq.  Still,  only  three  of  these  nations.  United  States,  Britain  and  Australia,  have  committed 
combat  troops  to  the  effort. 

A  number  of  protests  have  occurred  across  America.  In  San  Francisco,  particularly, 
thousands  of  anti-war  demonstrators  pushed  their  cause  and  reportedly  created  havoc  in 
the  streets  during  rush  hour.

"There's  been  a  concern  about  how  this  war  will  turn  out  ~ 
in  comparison  with  others.  Will  it  be  long  and  protracted  or  quick 
and  easy?"  said  Dr.  Terrence  Lindell,  professor  of  history. 

The  amount  of  media  coverage  of  the  war  is  also  differ- 
gnt.  During  the  Persian  Gulf  War,  the  government  limited  the 
amount  of  coverage,  and  citizens  were  often  left  in  the  dark  on 
some  of  the  war  events. 

We  have  experienced  an  overload  of  war  reports. 
Americans  have  found  themselves  glued  to  news  sources  who  are  ' 
covering  the  war  effort  24-7.  The  "Instant  Information  Age,"  where  — 
we  are  seeing  this  war  as  it  happens,  may  have  negative  effects  on 
viewers.  The  amount  of  news  coverage  may  not  only  inform  but 
also  put  a  large  amount  of  stress  on  Americans,  especially  families 
with  children,  spouses,  etc.  actively  serving  in  the  war.  _ 

"I've  noticed  that  students  and  colleagues  are  certainly  dis-  Charlie  Company  task  force  tank  mans  checkpoint  in  Baghdad 
tracted  by  substantial  news  coverage  about  what's  going  on  in  the  Gulf,"  Lindell  said, 
[what  can  we  do? 

Although  it  is  difficult  not  to  become  mesmerized  with  the  events  in  the  Middle  East,  it  is  important  to  stay 
informed  and  become  involved.  Wartburg  College  faculty,  Dani  Thomas,  Fred  Strickert,  and  Katherine  Koob,  along  with 
Student  Senate,  held  a  discussion  in  Buckmaster  Auditorium  on  March  24. 

"This  discussion  is  to  answer  the  question  'what  does  the  war  mean  for  me?',"  Pastor  Ramona  Bouzard  said.  There 
was  also  a  speaker  on  Iraq  at  7  p.m.  at  St.  Mary's  Parish  Hall  in  Waverly.  Bouzard  also  collected  names  of  relatives, 
friends,  and  students  actively  serving  in  the  war. 

Three  students  have  been  called  to  active  duty  through  their  National  Guard  units.  They  are  Jeff  David  of  Essex, 
Ben  Kalkwar  of  Waterloo  and  Josh  Strang  of  Parkersburg. 

During  chapel  and  Eucharist,  prayers  are  offered  for  those  involved,  Bouzard  said. 

"It  is  easier  to  remain  ignorant,"  Walther  said.  "It  is  easy  to  become  isolated  and,  by  not  asking  questions,  in 
ways,  we  don't  have  to  face  the  situation  and  ourselves.  But  it  is  our  right,  privilege  and  responsibility  to  ask  cjuestions 
land  stay  informed." 

"We  must  respect  diversity  of  opinions,"  Walther  said.  "It  is  okay 
to  disagree,  it  will  increase  growth  and  understanding." 
Security 

Precautions  on  campus  regarding  a  possible  terrorist  attack  on 
American  soil  have  been  minimal  so  far.  John  Myers,  director  of 
campus  security  and  safety,  said  that  campus  security  is  relying  on 
recommendations  from  state  authorities  and  local  police  depart- 
ments. 

"We  may  do  such  things  as  locking  buildings  earlier  or  having 
more  security  on  duty,"  he  said. 

Myers  mentioned  that  in  case  of  attack,  Wartburg  would  imple- 
ment the  emergency  plan  demonstrated  by  the  timely  disaster  drill 
Tuesday. 

"We'd  actually  planned  that  drill  since  last  October,  and  it  just  so 
happened  that  the  war  started  around  the  same  time,"  he  said. 
Junior  IVlaggie  Gibney,  freshman  Heather  Burns,  junior  Liz  Heuer,  and  sophomore

In  response  to  the  United  States'  war  with  Iraq,  a  coalition  of  Wartburg  campus  organizations,  including  Students 
for  Peace  and  Justice,  Amnesty  International  and  Campus  Ministry,  organized  a  nightly  fast.  Participants  fast  between  5 
p.m.  and  5  a.m.,  symbolic  of  the  nightly  bombing  of  Iraq. 

The  coalition  presented  a  proposal  to  the  college,  asking  that  all  students  participating  in  the  fast  be  reimbursed 
for  their  evening  meal  in  the  cafeteria.  The  funds  were  sent  to  Lutheran  World  Relief,  which  provides  medicine  and  other 
supplies  to  Iraqi  refugees. 

President  Jack  Ohle,  dean  of  students  Dr.  Lex  Smith  and  vice  president  for  business  and  finance  Vern  Truesdale 
met  and  approved  a  partial  reimbursement  of  the  evening  meal.  The  college  gave  $2.25  per  participant  for  the  unused 
evening  meals  during  the  week  of  April  6-12.

FBI  goofed,  alum  says

FBI  special  agent  and  Wartburg  alum- 
na Coleen  Rowley  spoke  to  professor 
Karen  Thalacker's  Constitutional  Law 
class  and  other  invited  guests. 

In  June,  Rowley,  chief  counsel  of  the 
Minneapolis  office,  wrote  a  13-page 
memo  to  FBI  Director  Robert  Mueller,  members  of  the  Senate 
Judiciary  Committee  and  certain  senators  criticizing  the  FBI  for 
its  failure  to  respond  and  blatant  disregard  for  signs  that  could 
have  led  to  the  unfolding  of  the  9/11  plot. 

Rowley,  a  native  of  New  Hampton,  spoke  to  the 
group  about  the  details  surrounding  the  memo,  her  personal 
feelings  on  the  Constitution's  downfalls  and  her  experience  at 
Wartburg. 

Spurring  a  national  investigation  into  the  FBI's  actions 
and  mistakes  was  not  her  first  whistle-blowing  experience. 
Rowley  first  learned  to  stand  up  for  what  she  believes  here  at 
Wartburg. 

Pre -Title  IX  days,  Rowley  and  seven  of  her  friends 
formed  the  first  women's  track  and  field  team  to  compete  for 
Wartburg. 

"We  were  all  terrible  and  lost  both  meets  we  compet- 
ed in,"  Rowley  said. 

Even  though  a  formal  women's  team  was  not  formed 
until  years  later,  today  Rowley  remains  a  fan  of  Wartburg's 
runners.  She  even  went  to  the  Division  III  Cross  Country 
National  Championships  Nov.  23. 

"I  don't  have  the  speed  of  Missy  Buttry,"  Rowley  said. 
'T  went  into  races  knowing  I'd  lose,  but  trying  is  more  impor- 
tant. Trying  is  everything." 

Retired  cross  country  coach  John  Kurtt  knew  Rowley 
was  an  inspiring  person  while  she  was  at  Wartburg. 

"She  was  a  tremendous  competitor  who  challenged 
other  people  and  herself  in  practice,"  Kurtt  said.  "You  never 
had  to  tell  her  what  to  do." 

Rowley  graduated  from  Wartburg  in  1977.  She  still 
remains  in  contact  with  the  best  friend  she  had  here. 

Rowley  and  her  husband,  Ross,  live  in  Apple  Valley, 
Minn.  She  may  be  an  FBI  agent,  but  Rowley's  role  as  a  protec- 
tive mother  to  her  four  children  tends  to  dominate. 

"We  watched  our  children  get  onto  the  school  bus  at 
the  end  of  the  cul-de-sac  every  day,"  Rowley  said.  "We  were 
terrified  they  would  be  kidnapped." 

Rowley  also  spoke  to  the  group  about  working  for  the 

FBI. 

"The  money  is  not  great.  You  can  start  at  about 
$43,000,"  Rowley  said.  "But  it  is  great  work." 

After  22  years  of  working  for  the  FBI,  Rowley  still  has 
passion  and  enthusiasm  for  her  job,  but  she  admits  that  her 
work  challenges  her  morals. 

"Legal  and  moral  ethics  are  pulling  apart,"  Rowley 

said. 


Vandalism  sweeps  campus

John  Myers  III,  director 
of  campus  security  and 
safety,  said  that  13  locations 
were  marked  with  blue 
spray  paint  between  2:30 
and  5:30  a.m.  Most  of  the 
markings  were  Luther 
College's  "LC"  logo. 
Some  of  the  locations  vandalized  included  the 
north  retaining  wall  at  Walston-Hoover  Stadium,  the 
main  Wartburg  sign  off  Bremer  Avenue,  the  victory  bell, 
two  places  outside  the  Classroom  Technology  Center, 
the  Luther  Hall  sign,  the  statue  and  brickwork  in  the 
chapel  garden,  the  sidewalk  outside  Players  Theatre, 
two  college  vans  parked  at  the  maintenance  building 
and  a  wall  outside  the  Whitehouse  Business  Center. 

Myers  said  that  there  are  three  suspects  in  the 
case,  and  the  Waverly  and  Decorah  police  departments 
are  working  together  in  the  investigation. 

"On  our  patrol,  we  saw  three  individuals  cross 
Fifth  Avenue  in  the  V-Lot  area  around  2:30  a.m.,"  he 
said.  "We  got  a  good  look  at  them  and,  at  the  time, 
didn't  think  anything  of  it." 

Myers  said  that  after  discovering  the  graffiti,  a 
security  officer  checked  Luther's  Web  site  and  identified 
two  of  the  three  individuals  that  he  had  seen  earlier  in 
the  evening. 

A  can  of  blue  spray 
paint  was  recovered  behind 
Clinton  Hall,  and  another  can 
of  spray  paint,  same  color  and 
brand,  was  recovered  just  out- 
side of  Waverly. 

"One  of  the  cans  had 
real  good  fingerprints,"  Myers  said.  "It  was  sent  to  the 
state  lab  to  be  verified  and  made  permanent  so  that  we 
can  check  those  prints  against  any  suspects." 


Student  teachers  help  kids 
cope  with  Columbia  tragedy

Wartburg  student  teachers  learned  there  is 
more  to  classroom  instruction  besides  the  tradition- 
al three  "R's."  Following  the  explosion  of  space 
shuttle  Columbia,  several  teachers-in-training 
became  resources  to  pupils  grappling  with  a 
national  tragedy. 

Senior  Joey  Gatto  teaching  fifth  grade  at 
Immanuel  Lutheran  in  Waterloo  shared  the  com- 
mon experience  of  being  in  the  classroom  that  day, 

But  reactions  and  responses  varied 
depending  upon  the  individual  classroom  and 
school  district. 

"My  kids  didn't  understand  the  severity  of 
what  happened,"  Gatto  said.  "They  didn't  know 
why  the  flag  was  flying  at  half-staff." 

To  help 
explain  the  histori- 
cal event,  Gatto 
discussed  with  his 
fifth-graders  the 
benefits  of  explor- 
ing outer  space, 
including  the  use 
of  satellites  and 
seeing  pictures  of 
Earth. 

Crisis  man- 
agement plans  are 
mandated  in  Iowa 
schools.  But 
according  to  Diane 
McCarty,  associate 
professor  of  educa- 
tion at  Wartburg, 
"Schools  have  to  keep  redefining  what  a  crisis 
management  plan  is." 

McCarty's  doctoral  dissertation,  "A  National 
Survey  of  Elementary  Principals'  Response  to  the 
Events  of  September  11,  2001,"  revealed  that  crisis 
management  plans  guided  the  actions  of  some 
principals,  but  not  all,  on  Sept.  11.  For  some,  it 
was  a  helpful  tool. 

"I  don't  know  that  there's  anything  that 
really  prepares  you  for  this,  but  you  at  least  have 
some  outlines  to  follow,"  said  one  respondent  in 
the  survey. 

From  the  Cold  War  to  President  Kennedy's 
assassination  to  Columbine,  McCarty  said  educators 
have  a  history  of  responding  to  students'  needs 
during  a  crisis.  With  each  tragedy,  there  is  a  height- 
ened awareness  of  the  need  to  build  promising 
days  that  follow  tomorrow's  unknown  difficulties. 


Thefts  in  FAC  still 
unsolved

He 
has  taught  at  the  Juilliard  School  of  Music  and  has  given  numer- 
ous master  classes  throughout  the  United  States,  Europe,  Africa 
and  South  America. 

Estes  credits  his  success  to  his  faith,  parental  upbringing 
and  a  determination  to  maintain  a  positive  attitude.  He  is  current- 
ly a  distinguished  artist-in-residence  at  Iowa  State  University. 

Wartburg  welcomes  Estes  and  his  wife  Ovida  to  Waverly. 

"He  will  be  much  more  than  a  professor  of  music;  he  will 
be  a  professor  for  the  entire  college,"  said  President  Jack  Ohle. 


Fire  drill:  'Blessing  in  disguise'

Complex  residents  were  awakened  abruptly 
around  1:30  early  May  6,  Tuesday  morning  to  evacuate  the 
building.  This  was  a  result  of  a  fire  in  the  northwest  hall- 
way of  the  second  floor  of  Hebron  Hall. 

According  to  John  Myers,  director  of  campus  secu- 
rity and  safety,  the  fire  was  very  timely.  It  occurred  just 
seven  weeks  after  the  disaster  drill  in  Hebron  March  22. 

"It  was  veiy  fortunate,"  Myers  said.  "Everyone  who 
had  to  respond  to  the  fire,  the  fire  department,  police, 
Residential  Life  staff  and  security,  rehearsed  it  about  a 
month  and  a  half  ago  in  the  veiy  building  we  had  a  fire 
in." 

"It  was  so  close  in  timing  that  things  were  fresh  in 
our  minds,"  Myers  added.  "We  had  discussed  problem 
areas,  so  we'd  know  what  to  do,  not  just  in  Hebron  but  in 
any  other  hall." 

Dave  Nelson,  Waverly  fire  chief,  believes  that  the 
disaster  drill  was  a  blessing  in  disguise. 

"We  were  very  familiar  with  the  area,  and  eveiy- 
thing  just  fell  into  place  to  make  the  situation  a  whole  lot 
easier,"  he  said.  "Wartburg  security  was  aware  of  how  we 
worked,  and  we  knew  what  they  were  doing.  It  was 
great." 

"After  the  first  disaster  drill,  John  and  I  both  thought  it  was 
well  worth  it,  and  now  we  know  that  it  paid  off,"  Nelson 
ai^lded.  "When  the  worst  happens,  we  can  handle  it  cor- 
rectly and  minimize  the  problems." 

Resident  assistant  Tara  Norberg  had  already  distin- 
guished the  fire  when  firefighters  arrived  at  the  scene. 
They  worked  efficiently  to  determine  the  location  of  the 
fire  and  make  sure  eveiyone  was  accounted  for.  Residents 
were  back  in  their  rooms  before  3  a.m. 
"The  fire  department  had  filled  hoses  and  were  ready  to 
put  the  fire  out,"  recalled  Pete  Armstrong,  director  of  resi- 
dential life.  "Had  we  used  water,  we  would  have  had  a

SARS  hinders  student  travel

Several  Wartburg  students  from  China  will  not 
travel  home  this  summer  for  fear  of  the  SARS  virus  and 
travel  restrictions.  The  reason  is  that  a  serious  disease, 
dubbed  SARS,  severe  acute  respiratoiy  syndrome,  is  still 
active  in  Hong  Kong  and  has  been  spreading  throughout 
the  world. 

"I  can  go  back;  that's  not  a  problem,"  said  sopho- 
more Jie  "Jennifer"  Feng.  "If  I  do  go,  I  don't  know  if  I  can 
make  it  back." 

Feng,  a  student  from  Hong  Kong,  said  while  the 
situation  is  veiy  scary  in  much  of  the  world,  it  appears  the 
situation  in  her  home  country  is  getting  better. 

"I  haven't  heard  of  anyone  I  know  with  the  virus, 
but  there  are  two  islands  in  Hong  Kong,  and  most  of  the 
cases  were  on  the  bigger  island,  not  the  island  where  I'm 
from." 

Freshman  Fei  Yik  Cheng,  also  from  Hong  Kong,  is 
also  veiy  much  affected  by  the  SARS  virus. 

"SARS  is  a  serious  disease  now  in  Hong  Kong," 
Cheng  said.  "Almost  all  my  classmates  are  wearing  flu 
masks  for  fear  of  infection  of  the  disease." 

Cheng  strongly  wanted  to  return  to  her  country 
this  summer  but  notes  that  she  will  be  taking  summer 
classes  at  Wartburg  if  she  can't  return. 

As  far  as  other  campuses  allowing  students  to 
return,  Feng  noted  that  friends  studying  at  universities  in 
England  are  returning  to  China  this  summer. 

"One  of  my  friends  went  back  during  Easter  as 
well  but  wasn't  separated  when  she  went  back,"  Feng 
said.  "I've  heard  the  policy  in  England  has  changed 
though  and  they  do  separate  people  coming  back  from 
China  for  a  while." 

Many  travelers,  or  those  with  the  vin.is,  are  "quar- 
antined" for  several  days  when  they  contract  the  virus  or 
have  traveled  to  a  country  with  the  virus. 

Students  at  Carleton  College  in  Northfield,  Minn., 
returned  from  their  China  program  and  were  housed  off 
campus.  One  of  the  China  program  participants  reported  a 
low-grade  fever  Friday,  May  2,  and  according  to  the 
Carleton  Web  site  is  "now  asymptomatic  and  feeling  well." 
He  is  quarantined  and  isolated  in  a  private  residence  off- 
campus  for  a  10-day  period. 

Nine  other  participants  from  the  China  program 
are  presently  housed  in  "transition  housing"  off  campus. 
The  five  housemates  of  the  student  who  became  sick  were 
isolated  for  a  72-hour  period. 

Wartburg  has  no  official  statement  on  SARS  or 
travel  to  orient  countries  currently  according  to  Dr.  Linda 
Wolf,  head  of  international  programs. 

"We  haven't  seen  anything  that  is  definitive  as  far 
as  border  policy  from  the  government,"  Wolf  said.  "The 
thing  we're  telling  students  is  that  if  they  are  traveling 
home  to  these  areas  to  be  cautious.  If  I  was  an  interna- 
tional student,  I  would  want  to  do  eveiything  I  could  so 
that  I  wouldn't  lose  my  status  as  a  student."

According  to  Nelson,  the  most  probable  cause  of  the  fire  was  an  apparent  short  in  one  of  the  battery  back-ups  in 
the  hallway's  florescent  light  fixtures.  It  apparently  shorted  and  sparked,  melting  some  plastic  lo  eventually  ignite  ceiling 
tiles.  Myers  noted  the  irony  of  a  safety  device  causing  the  fire. 

Maintenance,  in  conjunction  with  security,  was  veiy  careful  in  removing  the 
flight  fixture  to  determine  more  closely  what  the  actual  cause  of  the  fire  was. 

"No  defect  was  found  in  the  light  from  what  we  know  from  the  manufactur- 
er," Myers  said. 

According  to  Myers,  damages  are  limited  to  the  hallway  and  estimated  at 
about  $3,000.  In  addition  to  replacing  the  light  fixture,  appropriate  repairs  to  the  ceil- 
ing, exit  light  and  fire  alarm  system  in  that  portion  of  the  building  have  begun.  At 
some  point  the  discolored  walls  will  also  be  repainted. 

"This  type  of  fire  was  just  something  that  happened,"  Nelson  said.  "Wartburg 
does  a  good  job  of  watching  for  potential  fires,  and  this  was  just  one  of  those  fluke 
things  that  happened." 

This  fire  has  no  correlation  with  an  alarm  responded  to  earlier  in  the  academ- 
ic year  in  Centennial  Hall,  also  part  of  the  Complex.  In  that  situation,  a  ballast  over- 
heated, which  provides  the  correct  amount  of  voltage  for  florescent  lights  to  turn  on. 
This  caused  smoke  in  the  hallway. 

"A  ballast  wouldn't  create  enough  heat  to  create  that  type  of  problem," 

Armstrong  said.  "It  might  smell  everything  up  and  not  function  but  not  create  flames."  i  c-  e-  ^-

yet  filled.  The  position  will  be  a  cross  between  a  personal  counselor,  career  counselor  and  pastor.  It  will  be  someone 
who  helps  people  listen  for  God's  call,  says  Vicki  Edelnant,  director  of  Pathways. 

"There  are  times  when  vocation  is  bigger  than  our  profession,"  said  the  Rev.  Ramona  Bouzard,  director  of  church 
relations. 

Anna  Sims  Bartel  has  filled  the  position  of  director  of  experiential  learning.  She  will  teach  some  classes,  yet  to  be 
determined,  and  work  on  internships  and  field  experiences  for  students. 

The  rest  of  the  money  will  be  spent  in  various  places  but  will  all  fall  under  three  main  categories:  discernment 
and  mentoring,  partnerships  with  Wartburg  Theological  Seminaiy  and  experiential  partnerships. 

Some  of  the  specific  areas  of  discernment  and  mentoring  will  be  one-on-one  spiritual  direction,  vocational 
retreats,  orientation  modules,  alumni  vocational  discernment,  mentor  training  and  mentoring  for  new  faculty. 

Partnerships  will  include  scholarships,  music  ministiy  certification,  youth  ministiy  certification  and  international 
education  development. 

Experiential  partnerships  will  include  expanded  service  learning,  students  attending  professional  meetings,  non- 
disciplinaiy  field  experiences,  new  internships,  summer  curriculum  workshops  and  new  course  development.  Bouzard 
and  Edelnant  are  excited  about  the  changes  that  will  be  coming  to  Wartburg. 

"Much  of  the  thanks  goes  to  Lambert  for  making  it  happen,"  Bouzard  said.  "The  college  is  fortunate  to  have 

him."

Dr.  August  Waltmann  has  been  a  familiar  face  in  the  mathematics  department  at 
Wartburg  College  for  24  years.  This  spring,  after  contributing  to  the  lives  of 
countless  students,  he  will  retire  from  teaching.  Waltmann  was  a  1964  graduate  of 
Wartburg  and  began  teaching  here  in  1969.  He  was  responsible  for  developing 
several  mathematics  programs  offered,  including  elementary  math  methods  and  math 
90.  A  three-time  football  letter  winner,  Waltmann  served  as  a  Wartburg  football 
coach  for  seven  years.  In  the  '70s,  he  helped  to  organize  events  for  the  first  black 
history  week  on  campus.  Dr.  Waltmann  has  also  enjoyed  his  role  as  academic  advisor 
and  attending  chapel  services  with  colleagues  and  students.  It  is  not  because  Waltmann 
has  grown  tired  of  teaching  that  he  has  chosen  to  retire,  but  because  a  loss  of  hearing 
has  made  it  difficult  for  him  to  interact  with  students.  "It  is  frustrating,"  Waltmann 
said.  "I  don't  want  to  simply  lecture  to  my  students;  I  do  not  feel  that  is  the  way 
people  should  learn."  The  math  department  will  be  a  different  place  without  Dr.  57 
Waltmann,  and  his  contributions  to  this  campus  will  not  be  soon  forgotten.

The  2002  Wartburg  College  football  team  took 
a  share  of  the  school's  fifth  Iowa  Conference  title 
since  1982,  won  the  program's  first  home  playoff 
game  and  reached  the  final  16  of  the  NCAA  Division  III 
playoff  field.  In  addition,  the  Knights  put  more 
student-athletes  on  the  all-IIAC  honor  teams  than  in 
any  previous  season  and  reached  10  wins  for  just 
the  second  time  in  school  history.  The  Knights' 
final  record  of  10-2  marked  the  10^'^  consecutive 
seven    wins-or-more    season    for    the  program. 

Through  the  first  four  weeks  of  the  season,  the  Knights 
remained  undefeated  and  outscored  opponents  in  the  con- 
ference campaign  by  a  combined  score  of  148-24  before 
Coe  stopped  the  perfect  run  at  Wartburg's  homecoming. 

The  Knights  rebounded  one  week  later,  shutting  out 
perennial  power  Central  14-0  in  Pella.  It  was  the  first 
shutout  of  the  Dutch  on  their  home  turf  since  the  1987 
playoffs.  Wartburg  kept  on  going  through  the  end  of  the

regular  season,  rolling  up  a  combined  1 1 1  points  in  wins 
against  Dubuque,  Simpson  and  Buena  Vista. 
The  big  key  to  us  staying  in  position  to  get  into  a  play- 
off berth  was  the  Central  win  and  the  ensuing  three  weeks 
after  a  tough  home  loss,"  head  coach  Rick  Willis  said. 
"We  were  fighting  for  the  life  of  the  team.  The  guys  had 
their  backs   up  against  the  wall   and  responded." 

Wartburg  gained  an  NCAA  Division  III  playoff  berth  and 
made  the  most  of  it,  opening  playoff  action  with  a  45-0 
win  over  Midwest  Conference  champion  Lake  Forest.  A 
trip  to  McMinnville,  Ore.,  for  a  date  with  the  West  Region 
top-seed  followed.  The  Knights  successful  2002  campaign 
ended  at  Maxwell  Field  on  Nov.  30  with  a  loss  to  Linfield. 

Fifteen  seniors  went  out  as  the  winningest  class 
in   school   history.   Closing   their  final   year  with 
honors     were     Rettig     academic  Ail-American/ 
all-district,  Winters  all-conference/academic  all-dis- 
trict,  running  back  Justin   Beatty,  all-conference, 


and  quarterback  Jake  Olsen,  all-conference. 
Other  standouts  on  the  team  were  sophomore  place-kick- 
er Jordan  Maus,  who  ended  the  year  first  in  the  league  in 
field  goals  and  kicker  scoring  and  ranked  in  the  nation's 
top  25.  Junior  defensive  ends  J.J.  Zearley  and  Vince  King 
led  the  MAC  in  sacks  and  tackles  for  losses,  respectively. 
King's  29  tackles  for  losses  ranked  No.  7  in  Division  III. 

Wartburg  ranked  among  the  top  five  teams  in  25 
of  the  Iowa  Conference's  30  statistical  categories. 
The  team  was  first  in  scoring  offense,  rushing  offense 
and  defense,  and  total  defense.  Wartburg  also 
gained  acclaim  on  the  national  level,  ranking  No.  3 
in  total  defense,  No.  7  in  rush  defense.  No.  12  in 
pass  efficiency  defense  and  No.  8  in  scoring  defense. 
The  offense  was  listed  No.  13  in  rushing.  The  2002 
Knights  set  two  new  school  records,  accumulating  2,863 
yards  on  the  ground  and  43  sacks  as  a  team.

A  late-season  roll  helped  guide  the  2002  Wartburg  College 
volleyball  team  to  new  heights.  The  Knights  ended  the  regular  sea- 
son with  the  program's  first  30-win  season,  a  share  of  its  first 
Iowa  Conference  overall  title  and  its  first  league  tournament 
crown  and  a  second  straight  berth  in  the  NCAA  Division  III  national 
tournament.  The  team  set  new  marks  in  kills  (2,084),  attack 
attempts  (5,562),  assists  (1,885)  and  digs  (2,953). 

Wartburg  might  not  have  been  able  to  reach  those  lofty 
accomplishments  without  some  struggles  midway  through  the  sea- 
son. The  team  compiled  an  8-7  record  from  Oct.  4-26.  Despite  the 
valley,  head  coach  Jennifer  Walker  saw  her  team  building  to  a 
late-season  peak.  "We  were  able  to  get  some  much-needed  team 
chemistry  during  a  stretch  of  tournaments  at  Simpson,  Illinois 
Wesleyan  and  UW-Whitewater,"  Walker  said.  A  win  over  Central 
at  one  of  these  tournaments  was  key,  "  giving  us  back  some  needed 
confidence,"  Walker  stated. 

Wartburg  took  that  confidence  and  ran  with  it.  The  Knights 
posted  three  straight  sweeps,  knocked  Simpson  down  in  four  and 
then  swept  away  some  surprised  competition  at  the  league  post-  | 
season  tournament,  defeating  BV  in  three,  Simpson  in  five  and 
Central  in  three. 

Wartburg  added  to  its  record-breaking  season  the  follow- 
ing weekend  with  a  five-game  rally  against  Nebraska  Wesleyan  in 
the  regional  semifinals.  In  the  battle  for  the  championship,  the 
Knights  gave  region  top-seed  and  tournament  host  Washington 
University  of  Missouri  all  they  had  in  the  finale,  but  the  Bears 
proved  their  high  ranking,  posting  a  three-game  victory. 

Senior  middle  hitter  Jessica  Mennen,  libero  Densie  Dietz, 
outside  hitter  Jamie  Garbes  and  setter  Angle  Hulse  led  the  team 
throughout  the  season.  Mennen  put  up  117  blocks,  305  kills,  a 
.259  hitting  percentage  and  earned  first  team  all-district  aca- 
demic honors  from  Verizon.  Dietz  posted  a  team  high  and  school- 
record  533  digs.  Garbes,  drilled  412  kills,  served  up  54  aces, 
dug  up  370  opponent  attack  attempts,  and  put  up  50  blocks.  Hulse 
reset  the  team's  single  season  assist  record  with  1,535. 

The  Knights  placed  the  most  players  in  the  program's  his- 
tory on  the  all-conference  team.  Seniors  Hulse  and  Garbes  were 
first  team  selections.  Junior  outside  hitters  Dia  Dohlman  and  Amy 
Kueker  joined  them.  Dohlman  went  on  to  earn  all-Central  Region 
accolades  for  the  second  consecutive  season,  while  Hulse  was 
named  to  the  honorable  mention  squad. 


dedication  and  dicipline  yeild  results 


Wartburg  College  cross  country  coach  Steve 
Johnson  felt  the  biggest  keys  to  the  2002  season 
were  a  strong  mental  approach  and  the 
high      expectations      of      his  student-athletes. 

"We  won  the  conference  and  regional  meets  by  larger 
margins  and  were  closer  to  gaining  our  first-ever  men's 
region  title  (than  last  year),"  he  added.  "The  national 
finishes    were    also    stronger    than    in  2001." 

The  Knights  capped  a  solid  season  with  top  10  team  fin- 
ishes at  the  national  meet  in  Northfield,  Minn.,  and  an 
individual  national  championship  for  sophomore  Missy 
Buttry  .  Prior  to  that,  Wartburg  claimed  its  sixth 
women's  region  title  in  the  past  10  years,  won  both  con- 
ference crowns  for  the  second  straight  season  and  was  in 
the  top  seven  for  the  men  and  women  in  six  other  meets. 

Buttry  took  a  sledgehammer  to  the  women's  record 
book.  Her  time  of  17:29  at  UW-La  Crosse's  meet  broke 
the  former  school  record  by  six  seconds.  Buttry  came 
back  two  weeks  later  and  smashed  the  old  Iowa  Conference 
record  time  by  49  seconds,  winning  the  individual 
league  crown  with  a  time  of  16:35  and  re-setting  the 
school  record  for  the  second  consecutive  week.  Her 


juggernaut  pace  continued  through  the  Central  Region 
with  a  70-second  win  and  the  national  meet,  where 
she  won  by  almost  a  minute.  She  went  from  running 
2  6^^    at    nationals    last    year    to    winning  it. 

Sophomore  Jannae  Holubar,  senior  Gretchen  Graham  of 
and  junior  Lacey  Leinbaugh  also  played  a  big  role  for  the 
women's  team.  "The  huge  impact  didn't  stop  with 
Missy,"  Johnson  said.  "It  was  across  the  board.  Jannae 
was  only  15  seconds  from  being  an  All-American  after 
finishing  in  the  100s  last  year.  Gretchen  and  Lacey  also 
improved  at  nationals  and  were  every  bit  as  impressive." 

Wartburg's  men  were  poised  to  join  the  women 
in  the  trophy  celebration  at  nationals,  but  a  tough 
course  made  things  difficult.  However,  the  Knights 
battled  and  finished  10^^,  equaling  their  best 
Division    III    national   outing    in   program  history. 

Tyson  Keith  became  the  14^'^  Wartburg  runner 
to    earn    All-American    honors,    placing    20*'^.  He 
was  the  top  finisher  for  the  team  at  all  but  two 
meets,  in  which  freshman  Jeff  Davis  and  senior  Joe  | 
Hughes  each  took  a  turn  as  the  top  finisher  for  the  men. 
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The  tremendous  senior  leadership  we  received 
;    created  a  situation  where  we  felt  like  we 
should  be  contenders  each  week."

"She  was 
the  kind  of  person  you  wanted  in  your  program, 
playing    athletics    for    the    fun    of    it,"    he  said. 

Conion  still  feels  more  lies  ahead  for  both  programs. 
"If  we  ever  put  together  a  consistent  season  from  start  to 
finish,  the  sky  is  the  limit,"  he  said.  "We  have  the  people 
returning  next  year  to  continue  reaching  those  heights." 
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Despite  falling  off  the  pace  after  the  third  round  of  the 
2003  Iowa  Conference  men's  golf  championship,  the 
Knights  highlighted  the  rally  with  the  low  team  and  individ- 
ual rounds  of  the  four-day  event. 

The  2003  team  featured  a  blend  of  returning  veterans 
and  a  solid  group  of  newcomers.  First-year  golfer  Kevin 
Ault  led  the  way,  earning  the  program's  33rd  ail-confer- 
ence honor  and  continuing  a  streak  of  four  consecutive  sea- 
sons where  at  least  one  Wartburg  individual  has  earned  all- 
ieague  accolades. 

The  junior  trio  of  Dan  and  Andy  Schmitz  and  Shaun  Guyer 
all  placed  in  the  top  20  of  the  loop  meet.  Franzen  had  plenty 
options  in  the  final  spot,  including  sophomore  Alan  Johnson, 
first-year  player  Dan  Cooley  and  senior  Derek  Heins. 

"The  guys  got  an  idea  of  what  it  was  like  to  be  the  hunted 
in  the  spring  after  being  the  hunter  in  previous  seasons, 
looking  to  knock  off  the  top  teams  in  the  region,"  Franzen 
said.  "Our  solid  play  in  the  fall  led  us  into  the  national  pic- 
ture, and  we  need  to  react  with  a  more  aggressive  mentality 
In  the  future." 

One  of  the  biggest  highlights  in  the  spring  campaign  came 
at  the  Monmouth  (III.)  Invitational.  Ault  fired  a  66  for  meet 
medalist  honors.  His  round  was  part  of  the  best  team  finish 
of  the  spring  for  the  Knights,  who  ended  just  one  stroke 
from  the  top  spot. 

Team  awards  for  the  2002-03  campaign  went  to  Ault 
(Most  Valuable  Player  and  Newcomer  of  the  Year)  and  jun- 
ior Keith  Zietlow  of  Manchester  (Most  Improved).

After  a  slow  start  in  their  first  meet,  the  Wartburg 
women's  golf  team  picked  up  the  pace  by  shooting  an  18- 
hole  round  school  record  341  at  the  Mount  Mercy 
Cropper  Invitational  the  following  weekend.  It  was  all 
top-five  finishes  from  that  point  on  as  the  Knights  fin- 
ished fourth  at  their  home  invitational,  fifth  at  the  Luther 
Invitational  and  second  at  the  Buena  Vista  Beaver  Classic 
and  MAC  meet.  The  BV  Beaver  Classic  was  even  more  spe- 
cial for  the  program  as  the  Knights  knocked  another  eight 
strokes  off  the  school  record  score  for  18  holes,  shooting 
a  333  during  second-round  play. 

Head  coach  Franzen  and  assistant  coach  Cam  Schuknecht 
felt  that  Wartburg  had  the  potential  to  be  one  of  the  best 
teams  in  the  Iowa  Conference.  When  the  dust  cleared  from 
the  2002  Iowa  Conference  Championships  Oct.  5  at 
Centennial  Oaks  in  Waverly,  they  were  correct. 

"Our  players  left  little  doubt,"  Franzen,  the  only  coach 
in  the  MAC  to  earn  COTY  honors  as  a  men's  and  women's 
coach,  said.  "We  were  30  strokes  ahead  of  Loras  and 
Buena  Vista  for  the  runner-up  spot." 

Junior  Amanda  McMahan  and  freshman  Erin  Dohlman 
both  gained  all-Iowa  Conference  honors.  Their  fifth  and 
sixth  place  individual  efforts  at  the  conference  meet  guid- 
ed the  Knights  to  their  best-ever  runner-up  mark. 

McMahan  and  Dohlman  were  joined  by  freshmen 
Lindsey  Huinker,  Ami  Franzen,  Breanne  Pleggenkuhle  and 
sophomore  Cassie  Byers  in  the  top  six  this  season. 
Juniors  Cara  Doak  and  Stephanie  Friederich  also  earned 
varsity  playing  time.

A  21-7  record,  two  individuals  joining  the  school's  all-time  top  25  in  scoring  and  a  third  successive 
season  of  20-or-more  victories  nighlighted  the  2002-03  Wartburg  College  men's  basketball  season 
and  added  to  the  already-rich  Wartburg  College  men's  basketball  tradition. 

Dick  Peth  and  his  Wartburg  basketball  squad  had  much  to  be  proud  of  at  the  conclusion  of  the 
season.  Placing  three  seniors  on  the  all-conference  teams  while  reaching  the  finals  of  the  Iowa 
Conference  tournament  for  the  third  straight  season  only  skims  the  surface  of  a  legacy  that  four 
seniors  helped  establish. 

"This  graduating  class  had  a  lot  to  do  with  turning  the  basketball  program  around,"  Peth  said.  "On 
and  off  the  court,  this  was  definitely  a  quality  group  of  guys." 

Forwards  Mike  Pipho  of  Denver,  Jake  Olsen  of  Osage,  Dan  Schuknecht  of  Greene,  and  Kyle 
Recker  of  Manchester  have  left  a  memorable  imprint  on  a  basketball  program  that  was  deemed 
mediocre  between  the  departure  of  Buzz  Levick  in  1993  and  the  arrival  of  Peth  in  1997.  They 
were  also  important  to  a  post-Christmas  turnaround  that  saw  Wartburg  win  14  of  its  last  16  games 
after  a  7-5  start. 

Pipho,  earning  his  third  straight  all-league  honor,  second  straight  first-team  accolade  and  second 
consecutive  team  Most  Valuable  Player  award,  led  the  Knights  to  a  second-place  finish  in  the  con- 
ference regular  season  and  post-season  tournament.  Olsen  was  tabbed  a  second-team  selection  for 
his  second  straight  season,  while  Schuknecht  was  placed  on  the  second-team  for  his  first  such 
honor. 

Delving  deeper  into  what  may  be  considered  one  of  the  best  classes  to  grace  the  hardwood  floor 

in  Knights  Gymnasium,  the  Knights  successfully  completed  their 
third  season  in  a  row  with  at  least  20  wins.  A  feat  that  has  not  been 
accomplished  since  the  Levick  era  (1972-75),  Peth  believes  his 
team,  especially  the  seniors,  deserve  all  the  recognition  they 
receive. 

"These  players  are  worthy  of  the  all-conference  honors  and  any- 
thing else  ror  that  matter,"  Peth  said.  "They  put  themselves  into  a 
position  to  become  successful  and  they  did  that." 

"The  records  they've  broken  and  the  way  they've  conducted  them- 
selves during  their  four  years  has  been  great.  Their  leadership  abili- 
ties have  been  outstanding  and  they've  been  a  fun  bunch  to 
coach." 

Pipho  ranked  in  the  top  12  of  the  conference  in  seven  different  sta- 
tistical categories  and  wound  up  claiming  the  No.  8  spot  on 
Wartburg's  all-time  scoring  list  with  1,340  points.  Olsen  broke  into 
the  1,000-point  club  late  in  the  season  and  leaves  the  program  after 
recording  1,067  points  and  numerous  memorable  dunks.  The  duo 
ended  the  year  one-two  for  the  Knights  in  scoring  and  blocked 
shots.

The  senior  quartet  compiled  79  wins  in  their 
four  seasons,  making  them  tlie  seventh  win- 
ningest  team  in  school  history  and  the  most 
dominant  since  Levick's  reign  in  the  early  70's. 

As  Peth's  second  recruiting  class  departs  after 
four  seasons  of  success,  he  vows  that  this  will 
undoubtedly  be  one  of  his  most  memorable, 
no  matter  how  long  his  tenure  at  Wartburg 
continues. 


"These  four  have  allowed  us  to  do  so  much  for  our  pro- 
gram in  terms  of  recruiting  and  bringing  in  quality  players 
to  keep  this  program  successful,"  Peth  said.  "It's  hard  to 
explain  how  much  they've  meant  to  me  and  how  dearly 
we  are  going  to  miss  them." 

The  Knights  head  coach  can  also  look  ahead  with  comfort. 
A  senior-to-be  class,  led  by  experienced  guard  Matt 
Armentrout  of  Postville  and  forwards  Kip  Pedersen  of  West 
Branch  and  Jeremy  Gomez  of  Fairbank,  joins  the  inside 
and  outside  experience  of  juniors-to-be  Alan  Johnson  of 
Cedar  Falls  at  forward  and  Adam  Sanchez  of  Hudson  at 
guard  to  form  a  solid  nucleus  for  the  2003-04  season. 

Wartburg's  first-year  class  produced  the  likes  of  foi'ward 
Ranee  Cartmill  of  Burlington  and  guard  Jason  Steege  of 
Fredericksburg,  co-Newcomers  of  the  Year.  Cartmill  ended 
his  first  season  with  the  Orange  and  Black  averaging  8.8 
points  and  5-3  rebounds  per  game.  Steege,  the  team's 
third-leading  scorer,  was  one  of  the  conference's  top  three- 
point  shooting  threats,  hitting  43  of  104  attempts,  good  for 
41.3  percent.  Forwards  Nate  Schmidt  of  Cascade  and 
Cassidy  Peterson  of  Palatine,  111.,  and  forward  Joel 
Formanek  of  Belle  Plaine  gained  valuable  experience  in 
varsity  action  as  well.

In  December,  after  a  1-3  start,  many  orange  and  black  faithful  wrote  off  the  2002-03  season  as  a 
"rebuilding  year"  for  the  Wartburg  women's  basketball  team.  Three  months  and  18  wins  later,  the 
two-time  defending  champs  pulled  off  the  impossible  and  pinned  up  a  third  consecutive  Iowa 
Conference  champion  banner  to  the  ceiling  of  Knights  Gymnasium. 

The  month  of  February  saw  the  Knights  finish  regular  season  competition  with  a  perfect  9-0.  A 
University  of  Dubuque  upset  of  Simpson  on  the  final  night  of  conference  play  helped  Wartburg 
clinch  a  three-way  tie  for  the  league  title.  That  success  snowballed  into  an  82-61  stomping  of 
Cornell  College  in  the  first  round  of  the  conference  tournament. 

The  win  over  the  Rams  set  the  stage  for  a  semifinal  showdown  at  league  tri-champion  Simpson, 
a  team  that  Wartburg  failed  to  beat  in  each  of  their  first  two  tries.  The  game  got  off  to  a  shalcy 
start  for  the  Knights.  Early  turnovers  led  to  easy  buckets  for  the  Storm.  However,  the  Knights 
were  able  to  keep  it  close,  trailing  by  only  six  points  (31-25)  at  half. 

However,  hopes  of  a  third  straight  NCAA  tournament  appearance  fell  through  the  roof  when  a 
disastrous  second  half  against  Simpson  College  in  the  semifinals  of  the  conference  tournament 
ended  an  otherwise  successful  season.

They  continued  their  winning  ways  back  in  the 
Midwest,  improving  their  record  to  16-4-1  after 
several  non-conference  battles.  A  season  highlight  for  the 
Knights  came  during  this  stretch  of  games.  At  Hertel  field  in 
Waverly  on  March  30th,  senior  hurler  Patrick  Smith  set  a 
new  career  strike-out  record  for  Wartburg,  passing 
the     previous     mark     of     200     set     in  1962. 

However,  the  Knights  fell  on  hard  times  when  they 
entered  conference  play.  After  a  double  header  loss  to 
Luther  on  April  26th,  the  Knights  were  just  6-6.  But  the 
tradition  of  six  straight  conference  titles  kept  the  team's 
eyes  on  their  goal  of  capturing  a  seventh.  Wartburg 
wrapped  up  the  Iowa  Conference  regular  season  baseball 
schedule  with  four  consecutive  wins  in  the  final  week.  The 
4-0  run  helped  put  the  Knights  into  the  second  seed  of  the 
league's  postseason  tournament.  Wartburg  didn't  look  back 
from  this  point.  They  rolled  through  the  MAC  tourney  May 
8-10,  defeating  Dubuque,  Loras,  conference  leader 
Cornell,  and  finally  Simpson  to  capture  their  seventh 
straight  conference  crown  and  a  bid  to  the  NCAA  Central 
Regional  tournament  in  Clinton,   Miss.   May  15-18.

The  trip  to  Guyana  was  one  that  the  students  will  not  soon  forget.  The  course  is  designed  to  study 
the  ecology  of  the  Nootropics,  including  the  rainforest  and  savanna  environments.  The  class 
experienced  everything  from  a  zoo  in  the  capital  of  Guyana  to  camping  out  in  the  middle  of  a 
rainforest.  While  in  the  rainforest,  the  class  got  the  chance  to  do  some  hands-on  experiments 
involving  insects,  fish,  and  fungi,  among  other  projects.  A  very  memorable  experience  for  the 
group  was  the  canopy  walk  --  a  walk  that  was  taken  among  the  treetops.  For  others  in  the 
group,  Kaiteur  Falls  was  the  most  memorable  stop.  With  water  dropping  741  feet,  it  is  the 
tallest  waterfall  in  the  world.  After  leaving  Guyana,  the  group  spent  5  days  in  Trinidad  and 
Tobago  swimming,  snorkeling,  and  shopping.

Going  to  Mexico  for  a  month  hardly  sounds  as  if  it  could  qualify  as  a 
real  college  course,  however,  for  the  26  students  who  traveled 
through  Mexico  during  May,  the  trip  was  not  about  laying  on  the 
beach  getting  a  tan,  or  even  taking  advantage  of  the  younger 
drinking  age.
